Admissibility of Evidence in 
Immigration Proceedings 


The test for admissibility of evidence in 
immigration proceedings is: 

1. Whether the evidence offered has 
probative value (i.e., tendency to 
make the existence of any fact of 
consequence more or less 
probable), and 

2. Whether its use is consistent with 
a fair hearing.

Credibility Findings 


Oral decision must include an explicit 
flnding as to whether testimony is credible. 

If you find a witness not credible, you must 
explain why. If it is due to an 
inconsistency, identify the inconsistency, 
give an opportunity to explain, explain 
why you are not persuaded, and state how 
the inconsistency is central. 


There are many reasons one may not be 
credible besides lying. 


Be culturally sensitive in assessing demeanor.
